In 1965 | graduated from Loyola 
College along with two hundred other 
people, all but a few of whom were 
young men. This year, tenyears later, 
four times this number will graduate 
from the Loyola Campus of Concordia 
University with a significant portion 
of these comprising female students. 
The total day enrollment in the 1964- 
65 academic year was less than eight- 
een hundred. It now amounts to3,947 
and when one adds the 10,479 eve 
ning students (fall and summer), the 
total student population is a number 
not dissimilar from the total student 
population of McGill University ten 
years ago. 

The growth of Loyola College stu- 
dents taking university as opposed to 
CEGEP courses has increased at a 
rate which is much more pronounced

tainment nature, | do not consider 
that the Association should have to 
make a determination today as to 
what its form will be five, ten or 
twenty years hence. Surely, even 
Loyola Alumni are ready to accept a 
bit of future shock. 

As | see it the Alumni Association 
should be seeking to serve the Uni- 
versity academically and econo- 
mically. We have taken some strides 
in academic and_ para-academic 
circles; economically we have not 
done our job — Loyola Alumni are, 
and have been, by and large, notor- 
iously poor givers. 

The task of getting Alumni involved 
is not easy to discharge especially 
in the first years after graduation 
when presumably graduates are most 
energetic. There are other commit 
ments which interfere:— family, finan- 
cial, professional and leisure commit 
ments and concerns have a way of 
getting priority over Alumni Asso- 
ciation activities. There is also a great 
tendency to assume that the old 
school will always be there and will 
function and flourish although a grad- 
vate may be less than energetic and 
less than devoted to do the job for 
the Alumni Association and for the 
University. | would like to think that 
in the next year we can devote more 
time and effort to getting our grad- 
vates involved academically and 
economically. | would also prefer if 
the Association devoted its energy to 
looking forward rather than back- 
ward. If this means that our direction 
will be to seek an Alumni involvement 
on a Concordia level rather than a 
Loyola level then | personally would 
have no objection. We may find that 
we would all like to encourage such 
a course and tend to be less intro- 
spective than we have demonstrated 
ourselves to be in the past.
